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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments have been considered but are moot in view of tine new 
grounds of rejection. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because Figs 1 A and 1 B contain unreadable text, 
see blocl< on tine riglit side of tine Fig. 1A and tine bottom circle in the switchboard block 
of the Fig. lAand IB. 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the first and the 
second part are placed in the same equipment unit must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet. 
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and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

Claim Objections 

Claim 8 fails to comply with 37 CFR 1 .75.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification sliall contain a written description of tlie invention, and of tlie manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his Invention. 

Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
the relevant art that the inventor, at the time the application was filed, had possession of 
the claimed invention. The newly added limitation "the connection is not in or to a wall 
outlet". It cannot be determined where Applicant draws support for this limitation in the 
original disclosure. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 8-9 and 12-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. In line 4 and 8 claim 8 recites "a connecting 
cable" and in line 10 recites "the connecting cable" and "the connection". It cannot be 
determined which connecting cable and connection Applicant intends. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the phor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 8-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Applicant's admitted prior art (AAPA) in view of Yokoo (U.S. Pat. No. 6,867,689) 

With respect to claims 8-9, 1 1-14 AAPA teaches a transmitter apparatus for 
sending a data transmission signal to an electrical network, wherein the transmitter 
apparatus comprises signal-shaping and adjustment devices and connecting devices 
including accessories for connection to the electrical network, including a signal 
amplifier and one or both of a connecting cable connecting device between the 
transmitter apparatus and a connecting point of the electrical network. Yokoo teaches a 
transmitter apparatus is divided into at least a first part (data exchanged and transmitted 
with information processing unit, see for example coi. 1 line 40-45, col. 3 line 40) and a 
second part (item 12), said second part including at least a connecting unit (see plugs 
and connections in Fig. 1) for connection to the electrical network (via item 11a) and a 
connecting cable (item 13) for connecting said second part at least near to phase or 
zero rails of the electrical network, wherein the of the connecting cable and the 
connection is not in or to a wall outlet. Yokoo does not teach the exact length of the 
cable. Typical connection cables connecting information and exchange units and 
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modems is less than 5 meters. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time of the invention to modify Yokoo to make the connecting cable less than 
5 meters since it has been held that where the general conditions of a claim are 
disclosed in the prior art, discovering the optimum or working ranges involves only 
routine skill in the art. In reAller, 105 USPQ 233. 

With respect to claim 10 AAPA and Yokoo teach wherein the first part and the 
second part, are placed in the same equipment unit (item 10 for example).
